‘siands velonging to Us; wforded anaple 
yneans for supporting an ilhicit trade in 
slaves with many ofour colonies in that 
The slave trade with respect 
en, Was merely a nominal trade, 
not exceeding six or seven slavesa year 
for that island. He trusted, however 
that such facilities of intercourse existed 
between the courts of Siockholm and 
-ondon, as that any evils resulting from 
., jjlicit trade at St. Bartl-olomews 
might be remedied. Next, with respect 
a Portugal and Spain, their flags could 
not certainly be used to any great extent 
in protecting the illicit trade. When he 
was at Lisbon in his Majesty’s service, 
he was astonished and concerned to find 
tuat from one district of Africa there 
were annually exported to the Portuguese 
setticments in America not less than 
from 15 to 1600 slaves, and this he was 
then tuid amounted to but one halfof the 
whole wade for Portugal. He trusted 
that our representations upon this head 
would be found to have weight in the 
councils of Portugal : we might justly 
be supposed to have some influence in 
country in the defence of which we had 
yoted moncy for the support of 30,000 
troops. With respect to Spain—— 
Spain he had no doubt traded in slaves 
to pearly the two thirds of the slave trade 
of Portugal ; the principal part of this 
trade as carried on by Spain, was carried 
onbetween Cuba and the Havanna ; and it 
wes but too justly apprehended, that in 
the intercourse between both the illicit 
trade wa3 supperted by landing the slaves 
upon the British isles. 

With respect to America—the Amer- 
icans had abolisied the slave trade, yet 
much of the illicit trade was carried on 
under the flag of Sweden; this was a 
topic peculiary interesting to the Amer- 
icans, and the House had seen that in 
the American correspondence respect 
ing Mr. Erskine, they shew their wil- 
Iingness to open a negociation upon this 
subject ; they had said that they could 
not make any concession affecting their 
right of sovereignty, yet that such of their 
ships as had been detected by our crul- 
zgersin that illicit trade, the owners of 
those ships would not make any repre- 
sentation to their government, in the vi- 
olation of whose laws they had so suffer- 
ed. He apologised to the House for the 
few observations he had taken the hber- 
ty to throw out,and concluded with mov- 
ing, that an huntble address be present- 
ed to his Majesty, praying that he would 
be graciously pleased to order, that 
there be laid before the Housc, copies of 
ai] communications made by his Majes- 
ty’s Secretary of Siate for foreign aifairs, 
to the Ministers of foreign powers resi- 
dent in London, with their answers there- 
unto. 

Mr. Canning complimented the Hon. 
Gentleman on the ability with which he 
had stated the subject. With regard to 
Poriuga!, the Hon. Gentleman wouid 
find that every thine had been done to 
induce the Brazil Government to concur 
in carrying the abolition into eifect. But 
though no doubi G. B. had reason to ex- 
pect that the Portuguese government 
would pay considerable defcrence to its 
recommendation, yet it would be recole 
lected that G. B. had no right to dictate 
tothat government.

Extract of a letier fJrgn Paris, dated A- 
fri! 10, 1810. 

“ The celebrated capt. Nathan Haley, 
of Hare memory, fitted out under the 
auspices of Mr. Ariasirong the brig Hap- 
fy Return, from Dieppe, whence she 
sailed on the 4th or 5th of November 
last. In this vessel it is supposed the 
wife of Haiey went to England with des- 
patches for Mr. Pinkney and for the U- 
nited States. It is reported that Halcy 
furthered the escape of the two English 
gentlemen in the above vessel. The one 
a Mr. Stert or Stirt, a member of Par- 
liament—the other an officer, name un- 
known; that he secreted themin hogs- 
heads, and from each received one thou- 
sand guineas. It is certain that two 
Englishmen did escape, and did shew 
themselves on board, after the vessel 
cleared the French coast. The fact might 
be verified by the passengers—one of 
whom, I am informed, brings the re- 
port.” 

Post-Office Lew.—The law passed at 
the last Session of Congress, regulating 
Post-Offices, makes it the duty of the 
Deputy Post Masters throughout the U- 
nited States, to deliver letters and papers 
on Sunday, as wellas every other day 
in the week. The following is an ex- 
tract from the law. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted, That 
every post-master shall keep an office in 
which one or more persons ‘Shall attend 
on every day on whica a mail, or bag, or 
other packet or parcel of letters shall ar- 
rive by land or water, as wellas on oth- 
er days, at such hours @s the post-mastcr- 
general shall direct, ior the purpose of 
performing the duucs thereof; and it 
shall be the duty of the post-master at all 
reasonable houts, on every day of the 
week, to deliver on demand any letter, 
paper or packet, to the person entitied 
to or authorised to receive the same ; 
and ali letters brought to any post-otlice 
half an hour before the time of making 
up the mail at such ofhce shall be for- 
warded therein; except at such post-ol- 
fices, where in the opinion of the pos- 
master-gencral, it requires more tue 
for makin up the mau, and witch he 
shaH accordingly prescribe 5 but then 
shall ia ne case exceed One jour.
